People of Minneapolis, don't vou think 
the patriotic people of this State are 
somewhat interested in your decision 
on June 13? 

On whom are you going to bestow 
this high honor? On the man who gave 
up everything, and to offer, if need he, 
his very life for America, or will you 
give it to the man who went about Min- 
nesota inflaming innocent people; peo- 
ple who did not realize the impropriety 
of taking part im these antiwar demon- 


strations, spewing poison, creating bit- 

terness and discontent, which has not 

even yet subsided? 

Reference to other Minneapolis exchanges 
discloses that the radical and former pro- 
German elements of that city are making a 
mass drive to capture the municipal admin- 
istration. They are supported by the Non- 
partisan League of the Northwest. We con- 
fess that we do not know the national politi- 
| cal affiliations of the two candidates. Van 
Lear may be a Republican and his opponent, 
Col. Leach, a Democrt. But that is imma- 
terial. Phe campaign is being fought out on 
a patriotic and not a partisan issue. The 
elements whose triumph in the country 
would have resulted in the overthrow of con- 
stitutional government are apparently lined 
up solidly behind Van Lear.

Dr. F. Lee Fuller of Fuller 4 
Brown. optometrists and opticians, 
and secretary of the Los Angeles 
Association of Optometrists, died 
suddenly early yesterday morn- 
ing at Ontario. He started an op- 
tical business in Los Angeles when 
he came here twenty-seven years 
ago, and he had been secretary of 
the local optometrists’ association 
since its organization. 

Dr. Fuller delivered an address 
Wednesday night before the Orange 
Belt Optometric Association meet- 
ing in the home of Dr. G. A. Kelley 
In Redlands. He then went to On- 
tario, where he Was the guest of 
Dr. H. W. Fredericksen. Early yes- 
terday morning he became ill anda 
physician, Dr. F. F. Abbott, was 
summoned, but Dr. Fuller died of a 
disorder of the heart within an 
hoffr. 

Dr. Fuller was 63 years old. He 
Was a natlve of Wisconsin, but early 
went to Iowa. He came to Los An- 
gelea from Joplin, Mo., and resided 
at 4081 West Eighth street. He 
leaves a widow, a son and daughter. 
The son is E. W. Fuller, cashier of 
the Pacific Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, who resides at 1907 West 
Twenty-second street, and the 
Gaughter is Mrs. Charles E. Stanton, 
2953 Dalton avenue. 

Funeral services will be con- 
ducted tomorrow at 2:30 p.m. at the 
University Methodist Church, of 
which Dr. Fuller was a member. 

Announcement of the death of Dr. 
Fuller was made last evening at a 
joint meeting of the Los Angeles 
and Gouthern California assoccia- 
tions of optometrists. Although es-

“With the ceming of the Mayor- 
alty campaign these big interests 
who had opposed me in my election 
two years ago immediately lined up 
in my opponent's’ camp, and it is re- 
poe to me that their p has 
n constantly — to bear 
since the opening of the campaign 
to bring about the resignation of 
Commissioner Wilson. As a result, 
Mr. Wilson tendered hie resignation 
about a week before the primary 
election, stating that he wished to 
give up his civic duties purely for 
business reasons, and emphasizing | or 
the fact that it had cost him a 
monetary loss in the neighborhood 
of $25,000 to give his time to this 
city’s business.

The Loe Angeles Realty Board, 
through jts governing committee, 


ing the proposed bond fesue of §12,- 
260,000 for the building of a new 
outfall sewer, which appears on the 
ballot at mext Tuesday's election as 


has been taken by the Los Angeles 
County Farm Bureau. 

The governing committee has for 
three months conducted a thorough 
investigation into the sewage dis- 
posal problem of the city and it 
bases its objections to the outfall 
sewer, as planned under the bond is- 


ue, on the ground that a dup- 
licate of the present one could 
be built for not more than 
$2,000,000, and could adequately dis- 
pose of the age of the city for 
the next ten years. The board also 
opposes the bond issue on the ground 
that to tle up $10,000,000 in a sew- 
er of a size and capacity entirely 
in excees of the needs of the city 
during the next ten years is not 
sound business. the interest alone, 
which’ the taxpayers would be com- 
pelled to pay on this unnecessary in- 
vestment would be, during the next 
ten years, $6,500,000. The resolutions 
adopted by the Realty Board, copies 
of which were ordered sent to the 
City Council, are &s follows: 


CANNOT INDORSE. 


“Be it resolved, that the Los An- 
igeles Realty Board, after a thorough 
investigation, does not feel that it 
can indorse the plan for voting the 
$12,000,000 bond issue for sewer 
construction, coming before the vot- 
ers of this city at the next election. 
“It does not feel that it can con- 
scientiously indorse the proposed 
scheme for bonding our city almost 
to its bonding capacity for the pur- 
pose of constructing a new outfall 
sewer for the following reatons: 
“First, that the present ‘outfall 
sewer was built at a cost of not to 
exceed $1,000,000. That this sewer 
now does take care of a population 
of _aPproximately 650.000 people. 
Second, that a duplicate of the 
present sewer outfall could be con- 
structed at a cost of not to exceed 
32.000.000. 
Third, that figuring on an in- 
creased population of 65,099 people 
per year (a reasonable figure.) this 
duplication of the present outfall 
will be adequate for another ten 


are. 
“Fourth, that the interest (5% pe 
cent rate) on $10,000,000, which 
amount we deem an unnecessary ex- 
penditure above the requirements 
for the next ten years, amounts to 
$550,000 per year, or $5,500,000 un- 
necessary interest cost during the 
next ten-year period. That this in- 
terest saving alone would in 1931 
be more than ample to construct an 
additional and adequate sewage-dis- 
posal system for a second ten-year 
period.
